We do not know 
tho name or time or place of the 
author of this matchless poem ("a 
poem framed in prose"), 
which 


ninny literary men have acclaimed 
as the greatest of all poems. 


Nor do we know Job's habita- 


tion. It Is evident that he was a 
desert sheikh, yet living near 
a 


city. Speculation has rather cen- 
tered upon the region called tho 
Hauran, located, roughly, east of 
Galilee nnd south of Damascifs. 


Job's date ie also a 
mystery: 


sora^e critics have called it 
the 


oldest poem extant. 
Other sug- 


gest that it may have been writ- 
ten In the period between the cap- 
tivity of Israel and the captivity 
of Judah: or somewhere between 
400 B. C. and 600 B.. C. 
The 


dates do not matter, for the book 
is timeless, fitting our own day as 
closely as it fitted the time 
of 
writing. 


Then Came Satan 


Job was famous for his integri- 


ty and for his wisdom, and also 
for his vast possession of 
flocks 


and herds and other wealth. He 
was the greatest man In the East, 
and his riches were regarded by 
his neighbors as Divine approval 
of his character. 


Into a council before God ap- 


peared Satan, from his Incessant 
going to and fro upon the earth. 
Yes; Satan is a cosmopolite and a 
busy-body and an inciter to all the 
evil on earth. The ubiquity of Sa- 
tan is one of the assumptions of 
this book. Millions today, espec- 
ially of those who serve him, pro- 
Coss to disbelieve in the existence 
of Satan. He has gone out of fash- 


I ion, but not out of business. 
No 
| explanation of the evils of our 
| time can fairly fall to accept the 


truth of a malign force, outside 
and Inside of man, who makes for 
unrighteousness.

friends, and they meant well: with 
that much we must credit them. 
Their failure Is embodied in 
the 


ancient phrase, "Job's Comforters." 


Rounds of Argument

pathy, the friends opened up

Job with their conventional philo- 
sophy. They never once reached 
to the height or depth of 
their 


friend's suffering. 
They 
were 


triplerplated 
conventlonaliil'.s. 


Their one argument was that Job 
had sinned and that 
God 
was 


therefore punishing him. 
They 


had no foregleamn of th* 
later 


teaching of a Greater th...i Job, 
who declared of the blind 
man, 


"Neither did this man sin nor his 
parents." Heaven has higher alms 
with earth's humanity than man 
has yet been able to perceive. Pov- 
erty and pain are not the great- 
est evils In life. 


We commend the example 
of 
Job's fiends in visiting the sick. 
Would there were more 
of 
It. 


for the New Testament defines It 
as part of pure religion. But 
we 


criticize tbe conventionalism which 
labels all suffering as a 
conse- 


quence of sin. The good share pain 
as well as the evil. Indeed, the 
good suffer such pains as 
now 


beset our world more keenlv than 
do the evil. Because of HiH very 
slnlcssness Jesus suffered beyond 
all others. 
Something of the infinity of Dl-

for, 
you If you're an 
employer. 


Here are some of them: 


Independent Bargaining—A un- 


ion no longer can force you to do 
all your bargaining with it through 
an employers' association. 
Example: A union Insisted that 


you and several of your competl 
tors bargain with It through your 
trade association In order to have 
the 
same contract apply to all 
workers. 


It's an unfair labor practice for 
the union to try that now. 
You 


can bargain with It Individually, 


or through an association, as you 
wish. 


Union Finances—Before the Na- 


tional 
Labor 
Relations 
Board 


(NLRB) will approve a union as a 
bargaining agent for your employ- 
es, It must file with the secretary 
of labor Information on 
Its 
fi- 


nances. 


Can you see that information? 


There's no answer on. that 
yet. 


The labor secretary will have 
to 


decide. If he lets you, the employ- 
er, see It, he'll probably make 
It 


public to anyone. 


Secondary Boycott—It's a secon- 


dary boycott when your union re- 
fuses to handle a product you re- 
ceive from another firm 
where 


there's a labor dispute. 


That's now an unfair labor prac- 


tice by a union. You can complain 
to NLRB. The board must ask for 
a court Injunction to stop It. 


If you've lost money by this boy- 


cott, you can sue the union 
for 


damages In federal court. 


JurUdlctional Strike—Say 
you 


have two unions working for you, 
one of carpenters, one of stage- 
hands. 
You 
want 
doorframes 


built. The carpenters strike 
to 


force you to give the job to them. 
Thai's a jurls'dlctlbnal strike. 


You can" complain at 
once to 
NLRB. The board must ask for an 
injunction to stop the strike. 


If this jurlsdlctional strike has 


cost you money, you can sue the 
union for damages In federal court. 


Other Damage Suits—When 
a 


union strikes unlawfully—say 
in 


violation of a contract—you 
can 


sue it for damages if the strike 
cost you money. And— 


Any number of other firms—if 


they've lost money by the Illegal 
strike at your place—can also sue 
that union for damages. 


If you violate a contract and It 


costs the union money, It can sue 
you for damages. 
Featherbeddlng—It's an 
unfair 


labor practice for a union to try 
to force you to pay for work 
not 


done. This Is featherbeddlng. 


Example: 
Hiring a union man to stand by 


doing nothing, while a non-union 
man does a job. 


You can complain to the NLRB. 


It can ask for a federal court In- 
junction to stop such union 
de- 


mands. 


No one at this time can say pre- 


cisely when, In all cases, hiring a 
man Is featherbeddlng, or 
when 


it Isn't. 
NLRB will have to work that 


one out, In time, as featherbeddtng 
complaints come before It for de- 
cision. 


Unfair Labor Practices by 


N 
Employers 


The old labor law, the Wagner 


Act, outlawed five kinds of unfair 
labor practices by employers. Th« 
five stand unchanged. They are: 


You can't Interfere with an em- 


ploye's rights, such as Joining 


union; you can't try to control or 
finance a union; you can't do any 
thing to an employe to make him 
join or not join a union; you can't 
do anything to him for taking part 
In NLRB investigations of 
you, 


luch as testifying against 
you; 


and you can't refuse to bargain 
with a union -which represents a 
majority of your employes. 


If you try any of them, the NLRB 


can make you atop even It It means 
getting a court order to compel 
you to stop.
